UNITE TO CRUSH 


TICKET SCALPERS 


Merchants and Railway Offi- 
cials Will Ask Injunctions 
and Attempt Other 
Measures. 


SEE MENACE TO CHICAGO. 


Stopover Privileges on St. Louis 
Fair Transportation Depend 
on Suppressing the 
Brokers. 


The commercial interests of Chicago yes- 


‘terday completed a ‘union with the railway | 


passenger associations in a war of extermi- 
nation against the “ ticket scalpers,’”’ whose 


' business in this city is sufficient to warrant 


an outlay of nearly $500,000 annually in office 
rent alone. ae 
After a month of conferences between rep- 
resentatives of the National Association of 
Merchants and Travelers in Chicago andthe 
representatives of the passenger cia- 
tions, the crusade has reached the point 
where counsel has been engaged to prosecute 
the fight, which will include a seekirig in 
both federal and state courts of injunctions 
against the ticket brokers, restraining them 
from dealing in railway tickets issued under 
a contract with the purchaser which makes 
them nontransferable. 


Precedents for Injunctions. 

The right to enjoin was established dur- 
ing the G. A. R. encampment at Washing- 
ton, D. C., and recently at St. Louis, where 
the federal courts sustained writs secured 
by the railways. Similar writs, secured for 
similar purposes in New Orleans and Nash- 
ville, also were sustained in the United 
States courts, Backed by these rulings, 
counsel will go into court and ask an in- 
junction against every ticket scalper in 

The immediate purpose of the movement 
is to prevent the “scalping” of low rate 
tickets from northern and eastern points 
to the St. Louis exposition, but, following 
that, an attempt will be made to conduct 
such a crusade that the scalpers’ business 
will be crushed in Chicago. 2 


Stopover Privileges at Stake. 

The first reward which the prosecutors 
hope to gain is the revocation by the railways 
of their recent decision not to grant stopover 
privileges for Chicago on St. Louis fair ex- 
cursion tickets. The railways have promised 
to revoke the rule if they are protected from 


the Chicago ticket brokers, who would rob 


them of hundreds of thousands .of.dollars- 
were they given an opportunity to deal in 
low rate tickets with the Ghicago stopover 
privilege. With the Chicago stopover privi- 
lege denied Chicago would lose millions of 


dollars in trade during the fair. | 


A more permanent benefit to be derived by 
Chicago, should the merchants succeed in 
driving the scalpers out of business com- 


‘pletely, will be the return to Chicago of the 


numerous conventions and excursions which 

railway discriminations have kept away be- 

cause of the fact that excursion rates to Chi- 

cago and return mean a heavy loss to the 

railway lines in the revenues from normal 

business traffic, | 
Big Loss to Chicago. 

The purpose and scope of this movement 
was made public on behalf of the merchants 
yesterday by A. M. Compton of the John V. 
Farwell company, member of the committee 
which is handling the matter. 

“A handful of ticket brokers, doing a big 
and questionable traffic in railway tickets, 
cost the business interests of Chicago mill- 
ions of dollars each year,”’ said Mr. Compton. 
“We cannot afford to lose the business that 
liberal railway provisions would bring here. 


Every industry is vitally interested in pro- 


tecting the railway lines from the parasitic 
drains which these scalpers make on their 
revenues from regular traffic, because pro-. 
tection means more liberal treatment of Chi- 
cago. 
“The city is the commercial and social 
center of an area inhabited by from 20,000,000 
to 25,000,000 people. It is the greatest trans- 
portation center in the country. Hundreds 
of thousands of people who will visit the St. 
Louis exposition want to come to Chicago 
for a few days en route or returning. They 
will spend money here if they come, but they 
will not come unless they can get stop over 
privileges.” 


Merchants Meet Railway Men. 

The movement on the part of the mer- 
chants of Chicago was inaugurated at a 
meeting of the executive committee of the. 
National Association of Merchants and Trav- 


elers. It was learned at the meeting that | 


the passenger associations were averse to 
granting the Chicago stop-over privilege on 
St. Louis fair tickets. A subcommittee, con- 


sisting of J. W. Scott of Carson, Pirle, Scott 


& Co.; Frank Thorn of Marshall Field & oi, 
and Mr. Compton, was directed to investi- 
gate. This committee met with F. C. Donald, 


commissioner of the Central Passenger as- | 


sociation and E. E. McLeod, chairman of the 
Western Passenger association, chairman 
and secretary respectively of the railway 
ticket protective bureau. 

The railway men informed the merchants 
that the New England lines, the Trunk Line 
association, and the Central Passenger as- 
sociation had considered the matter of Chi- 
cago stop-overs for weeks and finally had 
decided that the privilege could not be 


‘Surprised at Scalpers’ Ways. 
Pressed far reasons, the railway men ex- 
plained the machinations of the ticket 
brokers in a manner which opened the eyes 
of the: merchants. The railway men reéein- 
forced their verbal recitals with excerpts 
from printed statements of the investiga- 


tions of the protection bureau. One of these

Whenever the bureau has raided the offices,

Declares Liberty. Was Unlawfully 
Given Him on Bonds.

he declares that same liberty to have been 
granted to him illegally, and on that claim 
he is seeking his camplete release from the 
law’s chains. 
Judge John Gibbons of the Circuit court 
held a special hearing at 9 o’clock last night 
in his residence, 8541 Grand boulevard, lis- 
tening to Graff’s strange pléa. At the con- 
clusion the jurist released Graff again tem- 
porarily in bonds of $15,000. This afternoon 
he will listen to the appeal of Graff’s lawyers 


for a writ of habeas corpus, and will then 
decide whether the law under the protection 


of which Graff has been free during two 
years shall act to lift from him the peni- 
tentiary sentence once imposed. Patrick 
Tuohy, Peter Shannon, and Charles 
Soelke are Graff's bondsmen. 


Gives Chronology of Case. 


In the petition for his Hberty on a writ of |. 


habeas corpus, Graff sets forth he was in- 
dicted on July 27, 1901. The progress of his 
case is set forth chronologically as follows: 
Released on bail Aug. 6, 1901. | 
Convicted June 2, 1902. 
Obtained writ of error in Appellate court July 1, 
1902. 
Verdict of Criminal court affirmed by Appellate 
court May 28, 1908.

Surrendered by sureties April 20, 1904.

The bonds were approved by the 
Appellate court for his appearance in the 
Supreme court. 

He asserts the Appellate court did wrong

Calls on the Sheriff. 

Graff reached the’ sheriff's office late in the 
afternoon with his bondsmen, Samuel H. and 
Daniel C. Harris. They entered the office 
of Chief Deputy Peters, who put Graff in 
charge of a deputy with instructions to go 
at once to the jail with the prisoner, 

Graff and his custodian disappeared in the 


direction of the jail, but got no farther than 


a saloon two blocks away. From there the 
deputy telephoned to Peters, saying Graff 


| expected his release on a writ of habeas 


corpus and asking if the writ had been 
granted. As the telephone méssage was re- 
ceived the attorneys from Judge Gibbons’ 
court entered. The deputy was then told to 
return with Graff. The night proceedings at 
the judge’s residence followed. 

Graff's origina! trial attracted wide atten- 
tion because of his many acquaintances in 
Chicago and his numerous legal fights pre- 
vious to the trial of 1902. He was a son-in- 
law of the late Moses Harris, and since the 
latter’s death is said to have been liberally 
supplied with money to carry on his strug- 
gle to escape punishment.

FOR HEALTH EATLESS: 


Average Man Consumes Two to 
- Three Times Food He Needs. 


TESTS MADE BY PROFESSOR. 


a ‘ 


Results of Experiments at . Sheffield 
Scientific School Are Given. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Special.]— 
The average man eats from two to three 
times as much food as he needs to keep him 
in perfect physical and mental health and 
vigor. If he will divide an ordinary meal 
into three meals he will be healthier and 
happier and never will have a “ grouch.” 

Such is the contention of Prof. Russell H. 
Chittenden, director of the Sheffield Scien- 
tific school of Yale, who recently has con- 
ducted a series of experiments to determine 
if the average human being is not eating too 


much. 
Own Health. Is cited: 

Prof. Chittendén read a paper before the 
National Academy of Sciences today de- 
scribing the results of his experiments. He 
also called attention to his own health and 
vigor, and declared he had been experiment- 
ing on himself by cutting down the amount 
of his own food. ee 

The professor said three classes of men 
were experimented on—several professors at 
the school, several students, and a squad of 
Uni States soldiers. 

There was a gradual reduction of meat and 
other proteid foods, with little increase in 
starch and other foods in nearly all the tests. . 
No fixed regimen was required in any case, 
the endeavor being to satisfy the appetite 
of each. subject. 
entirely eliminated from the diet. 

At the end of the experiments, which lasted 
from six months until nearly a year, and 
were concluded only a few days ago, the en- 
tire lot of men who had been Prof. Chitten- 
den’s subjects were in the best of health. 


Little Change in Weight. 

Their weight in some cases was almost 
Daeg the same as when the experiments 

ere begun, and in some slightly lewer. 
Their bodily vigor was greater and their 
strength was much greater, partly owing 
to their regular physical exercises during 
the experiments and partly owing, Prof. 
Chittenden believes, to the less amount of 
food eaten, 

The daily consumption of food at the close 
of the experiments was much less than the 
recognized standard and from a third to 
half as much as the average man eats.

LONDON, April 21, 3 a. m.—A secret con- 
ference of the highest importance to steel 
manufacturers of the world began its ses- 
sions yesterday. Its object is to arrange 
a reservation of the home markets, the 
prevention of dumping and fixing of uniform 
export prices. The countries represented 
are Great Britain, Germany, the United 
States, Austria, and Belgium. & 

The project originated with the German 
syndicate the Deutacher Stahlwerksverband, 
of which Herr Tyssen is the chief representa- 
tive. The French manufacturers ate sym- 
pathetic, but are not represented in the con- . 
ference because-their exports aresmall. 


Many Obstacles to Overcome. 

Pourparlers began three months ago, with 
the result that dumping was greatly restrict- 
ed during the last two months. ‘original 
proposal was to regulate prices only in neu- 
tral markets. British manufacturers object- 
ed that this proposal was not feasible unless 
it included ‘Great Britain, where Germany 
dumps millions of tons a year. Germany 
agreed to this principle and the conference 
was summoned for the discussion of the 
whole question of export prices to all mar- 
kets, including those of plates, rails, struc- 
tural, and by-products. The first difficulty 
was the nonexistence of a combination of | 
British manufacturers, who include twelve. 
groups. There is a fair prospect that this 
will be speedily overcome by the efforts of 
Sir Christopher Furness and others. 

The second obstacle was the fact that sev- 
eral English manufacturers also are great 
congumers who profited by dumping foreign 
steel billets on the English market... It is be- 
lieved these will be sufficiently compensated 
by the large? profits in manufacture, which 
will fully offset their loss of advantages as 
consumers. 

_ Hope Agreement Will Be Reached. | 

The third difficulty of the problem is to 
put control or a check on the operation of 
the agreement} This is undef consideration. 
It is pointed out that British manufacturers 
worked successfully a few years ago under 
a so-called “ gentlemen's agreement,’’- This 
did not provide for fines or penalties. It is 
admitted this plan would not work in a 
world wide combination. A parallel agree- 
ment to the one propesed is now in suc- 
cessful operation between the manufacturers 
of wrought iron pipe. This encourages the 
steelmakers to believe that a great combina- 
tion of their trade is practicable. The con- 
ference is expected to last some time.

' BUDA-PESTH, April 20—Sixty thousand 
employés of the state railways of Hungary 
went on a strike today as a protest against 
the proposed changes in the wage schedules. 
Several hundred arrests have been made. 
The strikers include all grades of employés. 
Trains were abandoned et the time set for 
their departure. Hundreds of passengers 
not only were stranded far from their homes, 
but owing to the railway telegraph and tele- 
phone staffs joining the strike they were not 
able to communicate with their friends. 
Mail servjce.is entirely suspended. 


Bill Is Attacked. 

TKe question of the railway employés has 
been discussed in parliament for several days 
and a bill had been introduced proposing re- 
arrangements that were displeasing to the 
employés. It was resolved at a massmeet- 
ing held here today to protest against the 
bill and have every station send a delegate 
for this purpose. As soon as this became 
known to the minister of industry and com- 
merce he forbade the coming of delegates 
on the ground that.as permission to quit 
work had not been obtained it was illegal to 
hold massmeetings at the capital without the 
sanction of the police, which had not been 
obtained. 

Thereupon the leaders proclaimed a strike. 
The order was sent by the telegraph staff 
throughout the system. Signal men put up 
signals for aH employés to quit work regard- 
less of the inconvenience to passengers. In 
one instance'a train did not stop and a crowd 
of strikers stood on the track and challenged 
the engineer to run over them. He thus was 
forced to stop the train, whepekpon the 


| trainmen joined the strikers. 


Negotiates with Strikers.

DISSOLUTION OF CARPENTERS 
AND JOINERS ASKED IN COURT. 


Organization Deciared by Four Manu- 
facturing Firms in St. Louis to Be 
IlMegal Association and a Combina- 
tion Against Public Policy—Begin- 
‘ming of Suit Marks Opening of Fight 
in That City on the Demands of Or- 
ganized Labor. . 


‘United Brotherhood of Carpenters and Jcin- 
ers of America is alleged to be ‘' a trust, an 
iNegal association, a combination against 
public policy, and contrary to law,” and its 
dissolution is asked for in a petition filed in 
the Circuit court today. 

The plaintiffs are the William G. Frye Man- 
ufacturing company, the Charles A. Olcott 
Planing Mill company, Fox Bros. Manufac- 
turing company, and the Lohse Patent Door 
company. Pending the suit for dissobution 
a restraining order and injunction is asked 
against the Carpenters’ District council of 
the union. 


Marks Movement Against Unions. 


The action grows out of the attempts 
made by the union in the last six months 
to unionize the plants of the plaintiffs, and 
marks the beginning of an aggressive move- 
ment upon organized labor in St. Louis. 

In the petition the plaintiffs say they are 
engaged in a profitable trade among the 
builders and carpenters of St. Louis. It is 
necessary, they say, for them to employ 
a large number of skilled workmen. They 
state that until recently employés were sat- 
isfied with their terms of employment, had 
ne grievances concerning hours; labor, or 
wages, and manifested’ no desire to join a 
union. | 

In bringing the action the plaintiffs urge 
that the union has created a monopoly to 
fix and maintain the amount of work each 
member shall do and the amount of com- 
pensation he shall receive. 


Allege Competition Destroyed. 


Plaintiffs further allege that the union suc- 
ceeds in doing this by restricting the supply 
of labor, limiting the number of apprentices, 
and prohibiting the members from working 
“alongside non-union men, thus destroying 
competition. That they enforce those rules 
by fines, penalties, and forfeiture of mem- 
bership. 

Plaintiffs further declare that during the 
last month the union has made it known to 
them that unless they complied with their 
demands to unionize their shops the union 
would withdraw the members from the 
smaller contractors and jobbers who buy 
materiais from the plaintiffs. In this they 
“so far have been so successful,” say the 
plaintiffs, “‘that we canmot procure the 
proper help’ to complete buildings on time 
and numerous customers, fearing strikes, 
have declined to deal with the qlaintiffs.’’

Speech, Praises Results 
of the Dingley Law. 


TEXT FOR THE CAMPAIGN. 


Democrats Ridiculed for Seeking | 


to Force New Issue Into | 
the Contest, 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Special.]—’° 
Senator Dolliver delivered a speech in the 
senate today on.thé trust and tariff question 
which was considered the best one in his 
public career. It will -be used extensively 
as a campaign document in the next cam- 
paign. The keynote of the speech was that. 
the tariff is not the < mother of trusts,” as 


it has been claimed by the democrats, but 
that it is the mother of the enormous in- 
dustries. which have grown up under the 
Dingley law, which, “from whatever point 
of view it may be judged—whether from the 
universal employment of the working forces 
of the country, or the general level of high 
wages, or the multiplication of new in- 
dustries, or the prosperity of the farm, or the 
activity of domestic trade, or the volume and 
net results of foreign commerce—the years 
covered by the Dingley law will be memora- 
ble for generations to come. 

“That enactment,” continued the Iowa 
senator, “stands at the beginning of a new 
epoch in our commercial life, yet it is only 
repeated upon a wider scale of national ex- 
perience from the beginning, and it will be 
a vain task to try to blot out of the minds 
and hearts of the American people tHe 
memory of the redemption wrought in their 
affairs by the statute which bears the name 
of Nelson Dingley and preserves the im- 
mortal signature of Wiliam McKinley. 


Victory Over Prejudice. 
“IT have been much interested since the 


present session of congress began in ob- | 


serving the complete victory which the ex- 
isting tariff law has won over the preju- 
dices and settled opinions which for genera- 
tions have determined the attitude of the 
democratic party toward the protective 
policy. 

“For the first time in our national his- 
tory since 1816 that policy stands approved, 
its enemies themselves being the judges, by 


the common consent of the American peo-. 


ple. If we may accept the plain intimation 
of democratic leaders in the senate and house 
of representatives the old battle cries of the 
party are not to be heard as we approach 
the presidential election this year. But in 
their place we are likely to find a calm and 
resigned acceptance of our established in- 
dustrial system.with no suggestion of a 
change which will disturb its foundations or 
alarm interests which have grown up under 
its influence. 

“The democratic party was quick to take 
up the statement which the president of the 
American Sugar Refining company made in 
his testimony before the industrial commis- 
sion, that ‘the customs tariff law is the 
mother of trusts.” That sentence, passing 
rapidly into the liturgy of democratic devo- 
tions, has become a text for every species 
of extravagant declamation and ‘invective, 


Trusts Not a Menace. 


“ And even in these later years at the 
time the outcry against trusts has silenced 
all the other noises of our political strife, the 
publication of the report of the census of 
1900 has thrown the light of definite in- 
formation upon flights of everybody’s imagi- 
nation. Whoever now begins his tirade 
against the trusts by announcing that they 
‘ bestride. our narrow industrial world like 
a colossus’ only makes himself ridiculous. 
At the time the census was taken the trusts 
employed 8.4 per cent of the factory labor 
of the country and their total output was 
14.1 per cent of the aggregate factory product 
of the United States. 


FALL BACK ON JEFFERSON’S LAW 


House Committee Applies His Scheme 
of 1803 to Government of the 

ix Panama Canal. | 

Washington, D. C., April 20.—The house 
committee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce today inserted in the senate’s Pan- 
ama canal government bill the act of 1803, 
of whieh Thomas Jefferson was the author, 
for the government of the “‘ Louisiana Pur- 
chase.” It provides that until the expira- 
tion of the fifty-eighth congress, unless pro- 
vision for a temporary government be soon- 
er made by congress, all powers exercised 
by the officers of the existing government 
shall be vested in such persons as the pres- 
ident of the United States shall direct. 


SHOWS 1,166 PERSONS KILLED. 


Interstate Commerce Commission’s Reé- 
port on Railroad Casualties During 
hree MonthsIsIssued. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—The inter-. 
state commerce commission today issued a 
report showing that im the United States 
during October, November, and December 
last the total number of railrdad casualties 
aggregated 14,485, a decrease of 702'as com- 
pared with the preceding quarter. There 
were killed, 175 passengers and 991 employés, 
and 1,937 passengers and 11,382 employés 
were igjured. The damage by these acci- 
dents to cars, engines, and roadways 
amounted to $2,527,000, a decrease of $57,348.

The foregoing paragraphs, printed eight 
months apart, mark the limits of the reign 
of Viceroy Alexieff:. The first shows him 


at the apotheosis of his powers and at thie - 


consummation of his ambitions. He was 
the delegated autocrat of eastern Russia. 
Higher nosubject could go, On that August 
day, when’ the imperial ukase was issued, 
Alexieff reached the zenith of his career. 
But the wheel quickly turned on him. 
_ Eight months later he is disgraced, humil- 
lated, forced to resign. The crown of a 
viceroy was too big for him, the scepter too 
_ heavy. 
The trouble with Alexieff was that he did 
_ Bot succeed. He was made viceroy because 
he proniised to succeed. He was big and 
bluff and heavily bearded. He had much 
‘animal magnetism, much self-confidence, 
much energy. He looked and talked like a 
mat who was apt to succeed. But the ap- 
pearances of him were deceitful. He failed, 
and he is paying the penalty of failure. 
Probably his mind is now filled, as thousands 
of other minds have been filled, with refiec- 
tiens on the ingratitude jof princes. But 
“princes, like other successfu! employers, 
“must reward or punish on accomplishments 
rather than intentions.

Alexieff was neither a good diplomat nor 
a good commander. The disposition of the 
Russian oriental fleet at the outbreak of the 
war—part at Shanchai, part at Chemulpo, 
part at Viadivostok, and part at Port 
Arthur—indicated a deficient comprehension 
of the principles of naval strategy. Not only 
“was the fleet as a whole mishandled, but the 
various ships composing it-were alsq.mis- 
handled. 
of their commanders that the Retvizan, 
Czarevitch, and Pallada were torpeiiped on 
the first night of the war. eke 

Most of Alexieff’s powers had indeed 
shorn away before his final * resignation,” 
which merely marked officially the oatas- 
trophe of his career. His downfall is alike 
fortunate for Russia and unfortunate for 
Japan.

Queen Victoria 
could write or sketch as readily with her 
left hand as with her right hand, though I 
do not believe she ever attained the amazing 
dexterity of Sir Edwin Landseer, the cele- 
brated painter and royal academician, al- 
ways a welcome visitor at Balmoral, where 
on one memorable occasion he, according to 
Queen Victoria’s own testimony, recorded 
in her diaries, showed that he could draw 
a sketch with his right hand and a totally 
different one with his left at one and the 
same time. At least two of the judges of the 
high court of justice in England. that is to 
say of the Supreme court, are ambidextrous, 
and there are quite a number of eminent 
lawyers who possess the same art, though 
I cannot quite belleve the assertion that one 
of them has carried it to such perfection that 
he can write to two different correspondents 
about different subjects at the same time, to 


one with his left and to the other with his | 


right hand.

mount and be conveyed home to her palace 
in a state of complete nervous exhaustion. 
Both the officer and his orderly have been 
since not only warmly thanked by the crown 
princess but likewise decorated by the king, 
since by their presence of mind they un- 
doubtedly saved the life of the future queen 
of Roumania. 

The death of the Baroness de Almeda at 
Paris recalls to mind a romance of the diplo- 
matic service which commenced in a Bond 
street jeweler’s shop and closed in the Par- 
isian legation of a republic of the new world. 
The late Baron de Almeda, who predeceased 
his wife by three or four years, commenced 
his career under the name of Harry Em- 
manuel, the son of a wealthy Bond street 
jeweler in London. In 1858 he became the 
partner of E. H. Streeter, the world famed 


expert in precious stones. But a quarter of 


a century later sold out to his partner, whose 
business fs now known as “ Streeter’s,’’ and, 
transferring his abode to Paris, became, 
thanks to the judicious manipulation of coin, 
Baron de Almeda in the kingdom of Portugal. 

Finding in 1880 that the negro republic of 
San Domingo was without a diplomatic 
representative in Paris, he offered to take 
upon himself the duties of minister pleni- 

tentiary and to maintain a full fledged 
egation with secretaries and attachés at 
his own cost and "without expense to the 
poverty stricken republic. The latter jumped 
at the chance, and from that time on Harry 
Emmanuel, Baron .de Almeda, figured as 
envoy extraordinary of a negro republic 
which he had never seen or visited, officially 
at any rate, and likewise in a measure social- 


| ty, found himself on a footing of equality 


with the other chiefs of mission of the for- 
eign diplomatic corps in the French capital, 
being admitted by virtue of his office to a 
aumber of smart clubs, to which he would 
never otherwise have been elected.

due to the representative 
of a foreign government who has expired at 
his post, loaded with decorations, among 
them the Legion of Honor, the Portuguese 
order of Christ, and the order of St. Isabella 
the Catholic of Spain. + His body was taken 
to England and there buried In the Jewish 
cemetery at Balls Pond, where his widow 
has now been laid in a grave beside him.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 


Spot Light Ruled Out. 


The city electrical department surprised 
the theaters again yesterday. An order was 


sent out forbidding further use of the front | 


“spot” light or “ front light in the form 
at present in vogue. This light is the one 
placed in the balcony or the gallery in the 
theaters, and used to throw white or colored 
light on any part or all of the stage. It con- 
sists of an electric lamp inclosed in a metal 


box, in the front of which is a lens. The | 


moving of the lamp backward or forward 
diminishes or increases the circle of light 
thrown on the stage, and.the lamp also can 
be moved sideways or up and down, thus 
making possible the directing 
to any spot desired. 

In the lamps heretofore used the lens was 
fixed permanently in the front end of the 
box, and the replacing of the electric car- 
bens or the regulating of them in any way 
had to be accomplished by opening the back 
of the box. The necessary taking out of the 
lamp in this manner was considered unsafe 
by the city officials, and therefore the issu- 
ance of the order. The theater managers 
were surprised, as all of them hold that they 
had not before known that the lamps at 
present in use were unsatisfactory. The 
city electrical department declares that an 
order condemning the lamps was served 
more than a month ago, therefore the per- 
emptory order to cease the use of all such 
lights. 

The houses chiefly inconvenienced were 
those presenting light opera,*musical comedy, 
‘and vaudeville. The Studebaker was able 
by making a slight change in its lamps to 
use them until new ones could be secured, 
and the Grand, Powers’, and McVicker's 
were fortunate in having attractions which 
did not call for the spot light. A new lamp 
has been invented by the electrician, T. 
Cleland, and has been approved by the city 
authorities. The absence of the “ front 
light’ in most of the houses therefore will 
not be of lohg duration.

Whether 
the legal rights to the name be with or 
against the Milwaukee avenue playhouse, the 
general public has come to think of the for- 
mer Dearborn as the Garrick, and calling 
both theaters the same is unnecessarily con- 
‘fusing. 

That Louis Evans is no longer treasurer 
and secretary of the Apollo club became 
generally known yesterday.

There are a good many interesting phases turn 


of the Gispute over this corn, the objection 


to which was that it was kiln dried and the . 


kernels had broken in handling. At the state 


inspection department it is the theory the 


corn would have to be screened, but when 


Screened would readily grade No. 2. It is 


said on reliable authority there would not 


be a loss of over %c on the corn, agit could 
be screened for about that price, and that 
the screenings would be worth over 40c a 
bu. it is not believed, therefore, there would 
be any probability of the corn being posted. 
There are 400,000 bu of contract corn in ‘the 
,Nebraska City house, according to the official 
report of stocks. The house is practically in 
the possession of the Bank of Montreal and 
the Commercial National bank, as repre- 
sentatives of the creditors of the Weares, 
and there was a rumor they had refused to 
be responsible for the integrity of the re- 
ceéipts, but this was discredited in official 
circles. The dispute over this corn recalls 
the fight which: was inaugurated by J. J. 
Bryant a year ago to establish a separate 
grade for kiln dried corn, and not have it 
deliverable on contracts, on the theory that 
the drying was frequently improperly done, 
the germ of the kernel! killed, and the kernels 
lable to break up and become mealy. The 
matter was’ taken 
warehouse commission and the proposition 
eloquently and effectively opposed, among 
others by George E. Marcy of the Armour 
Grain company, who argued that it was no 
injury to the corn to pass it through dryers, 
but rather a benefit, and that it could be 
done without killing the germ or breaking 
the kernel. It is kiln dried corn to which 
the Armour Grain company has been object- 
ing, and.the trouble with it is that it is too 
mealy, the kernels having broken in hand- 
ling. Mr. Marcy has not altered his views 
in the abstract, saying last nighi: “* Kiln 
dried ccrn is all right, but when the corn is 
too poor to start with, and too much water is 
dried out of it, it will break up. This corn 
should never have graded over No. 3."" The 
Armour people ere making a vigorous fight 
all along the line to improve the quality of 
the No. 2 corn being delivered to them. A 
boatload of No. 2 corn from the Central 
elevators was sent to the Armour elevators 
in the north branch. The grain company ob- 
jected to the quality gf the corn, and called 
the appeals committee, But the appeals com- 
mittee sustained the original inspection and 
pronounced it No. 2 corn.

Banks, and Money Orders. 


The question of the issuance of money 
orders by banks will presently come actively 
before the banks of the country as a proposi- 
tion for their adoption or rejection. The 
executive council of the American Bankers’ 
association will meet shortly in. New York 
to pass on the plan for a money order system 
that has been prepared by the committee of 
five appointed in pursuance of a resolution 
adopted at the last annual meeting of the 
association at San Francisco. 

Whether the banks should have a toney 
order system of their own is a cuestion that 


- has come into prominence with the growth of 
| the postal order and express money order. 


The express companies have spent a good 
many years in developing their money crder 
business, and have so far advanced the rys- 
tem that their orders are generally cz shed at 
par by the banks. This fact in itseif has 
drawn attention to the volume of business so 
transacted. 

It will be natural for the express coma nies 
fight a bank money order system. It may 
be floubted, however, whether tactics which 
they may adopt, if any, cannot be met by 
the banks. In the case of a western stute 
where the banks adopted 4 money order vlan, 
the express companies increased the rate 
on currency shipments. Thereupun the 
banks made arrangements by which they 
ceased to. use the facilfties of the express 
companies. Again, the banks can retalizte 
by refusing to cash express money o: cers 
at par. 

But any system which the banks m:ay adopt 
will involve a large amount of advertising 
to. make it a success within a reasonable 
period. The express companies and the gecy- 
ernment have been years iuilding up the 
patronage which they nowenjoy. .
